History  of  the  Class  of  1930 

All  the  world’s  a school, 

And  all  the  boys  and  girls  are  merely  scholars.

His  books  being  three  classes.  At  first  the  Soph’more 
Grovelling,  newly  escaped  his  nurse’s  arms. 

Then  the  Junior 

Groaning  like  camel,  with  a woeful  ballad 
To  learn  for  his  English  teacher.  Last  class  of  all 
That  ends  this  strange  eventful  schooling, 

Is  attended  by  the  Senior,  his  big  and  manly  voice 
Turning  at  times  toward  childish  treble,  full  of  strange  oaths, 

Wise  saws,  and  his  neighbor’s  business;  seeking 
The  bubble  reputation  even  in  the  face  of  examinations. 

Let  us  hurriedly  leave  this  awful  scene  of  destruction,  and,  without  even 
apologizing  to  Shakespeare,  turn  to  the  first  year  in  high  school  of  the  class  of  1930. 

Creeping  and  crawling,  with  gurgling  laughter,  tumbled  the  baby  Sophomores 
to  Arlington  High  School.  It  seemed  a pity  to  send  such  small  children  to  a three 
year  term  of  hard  labor,  but  the  little  fellows  didn’t  know  what  they  were  getting 
into,  so  they  didn’t  mind.  Of  course  there  were  a few  who  were  prematurely 
cynical;  such  ones  as  Dorothy  Rivera,  John  Yale,  and  Evelyn  Muir;  elder  brothers 
and  sisters  who  had  been  through  the  grind,  had  poisoned  their  young  minds.  Among 
the  infants  was  one  to  whom  all  eyes  were  turned,  even  in  this  early  age;  to  wit, 
Harold  Magnuson.  Him  his  classmates  chose  president,  and  on  him  they  laid  their 
cares.  Erom  then  until  the  end  of  his  high  school  career  Harold’s  shoulders  were 
bowed  witli  responsibility,  and  the  wheels  in  his  conscientious  head  whirled  their 
thoughts  in  systematic  spheres.  By  June  they  had  developed  their  vocabularies  so 
they  not  only  said  “goo-goo”  and  “da-da”  but  also,  “five  lunch  check,  please,”  and

season,  he  showed  hi s swiftness  of  thought  and  foot  in  his  work  on  that  team.  A 
close  second  to  Davidson  in  an  athletic  way  was  Walter  Dorrington.  As  a hockey 
player  his  skates  cut  the  ice  with  the  rest  of  the  team’s.  He  did  not  limit  his  efforts 
to  this  winter  sport,  but  also  tried  his  hand  at  baseball. 

After  several  vain  attempts  the  Junior  class  finally  managed  to  get  its  members 
all  together  to  choose  class  officers.  It  decided  upon  the  slow  tongued,  slightly  sar- 
donic Richard  Baker  for  President.  Richard  led  his  cohorts  on  through  the  event 
of  the  Junior  year,  the  Prom.  The  fact  that  the  prom  was  not  a howling  success 
financially  didn’t  bother  those  who  attended  the  dance.  Every  one  had  a good  time, 
and  the  class  later  made  up  the  deficit  by  each  one  nobly  dipping  his  hand  into  his 
almost  empty  pocket,  and  drawing  forth  fifteen  cents. 

At  last  the  summer  vacation  came,  and  the  class  of  1930  scattered.  Each 
member  tried  to  show  a little  individuality.  It  is,  however,  a bit  too  much  to  expect 
that  in  two  months  they  could  overthrow  the  habits  of  ten,  so  when  September  came 
the  Juniors  ambled  docilely  into  the  places  of  Seniors,  and  the  only  difference 
between  this  year’s  Seniors  and  last  year’s  Juniors  is  the  fact  that  the  girls  have 
discarded  the  butterfly  skirts  and  three  cornered  ties  in  favor  of  the  “New  Silhouette.” 
Nor  must  we  forget  to  mention  that  room  fifteen  is  no  longer  general  detention  room, 
and  that  blue  slips  are  things  of  the  past. 

The  class  was  a little  late  in  gathering  to  choose  officers;  evidently  it  is  not 
politically  minded.  When  at  last  they  did  have  a meeting  for  this  purpose,  they 
chose  for  President  John  O'Connor,  him  of  the  charming  smile.  They  elected  Harold 
Magnuson,  Vice-President;  Mary  Barry,  Treasurer;  and,  last  but  not  least,  Betty 
Hendrick,  Secretary.  The  presidency  of  the  Student  Council,  a position  of  no  little 
importance,  was  filled  by  Theldon  Phinney. 

At  the  verv  outset  of  the  year  Dorothy  Markle  and  Harold  Magnuson  (how  often 
we  see  his  name!)  secured  a firm  place  on  the  first  honor  roll  and  held  on  tightly 
throughout  the  year.  Dorothy  Markle  also  made  another  bid  for  fame  with  her 
conscientious  work  as  literary  editor  of  the  Clarion.  The  hard  worked  editor-in-chief 
of  this  same  famous  periodical  was  Richard  Guinan. 

There  were  so  many  eminent  athletes  this  year  that  it  will  have  to  suffice  to  run 
over  the  names  of  a few  of  those  best  known.  There  was  Walter  Dorrington  of 
footbball  and  hockey  fame;  Harold  Davidson,  who  played  Basketball;  Ross  Lo- 
Presti,  who  led  the  baseball  team;  and  Theldon  Phinney,  Captain  of  the  track  team. 

And  now  the  year  draws  to  a close  and  the  Senior  class  of  1930  leaves  Arlington 
High  School  forever.  Just  another  Senior  class  gone  on,  and  the  teachers  turn  their 
eyes  toward  new  groups  of  students.
